At a comer inside the school, 
bandana-clad dogs wait eagerly 
as Grade 1 students scramble 
toward them. 

Student Olivia Glasier first 
catches the eye of Chloe, a shih 
tzu-yorkie mix, who turns her 
muzzle to listen as Olivia reads a 

"I have two boxers at home," 
she says, snuggling up to Chloe. 
"I can tell my secrets to them," 
she said, with a broad smile. 

Moments later, Ryan Si 
patiently speaks out sentences 
from a dinosaur publication to 
Cosby, a mini-Schnauzer. "I real¬ 
ly like animals — I like to watch 
TV with them," Ryan says after- 

This psychological union of 
child and animal is part of a study 
led by Brock University develop¬ 
mental psychologist Christine 
Tardif-Williams. 

The dogs — all assessed for 
their suitability and on loan from 
their owners — have been taking 
part in a “reading buddy” pro¬ 
gram offered by Therapy Tails 
Ontario, a non-profit group from 
Welland. 

Each week Grade 1 and 2 stu¬ 
dents at the school choose a dog 
to interact with, and read to the 
animal for about 20 minutes.

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Town turns thumbs down on condos in Old Town park 


> Plan to rezone 
Old Town park, 
which includes 
Parks Canada 
property, is going 
nowhere

Park is the largest town- 
owned park in the Old 
Town,” he reported. “It

Town council has turned 
thumbs down on a propos¬ 
al by a local real estate 
agent and school board 
trustee to build condos in 
Veterans Memorial Park. 

Chief administrative 
officer Mike Galloway rec¬ 
ommended in a report to 
council Monday that no 
action be taken on a request 


Galloway said the park 
appears to be much larger 
than it is because of its 
proximity to Parks Canada 
lands. He noted that two of 
the soccer fields are located 
on federally owned prop¬ 
erty as well as half of the 
parking lot for the fields. 

Galloway reported that 
funding for improvements 
to the park has come from 
various sources including 
the provincial government 
and local recre¬ 
ational groups 
and the name of 
the park honours 
the town’s war 
veterans. 

"Finally the 

ber of other in-fill 
condo projects 
on the books, and 
the need to turn a 
major communi¬ 
ty park into condo 
development is 
warranted," 
said Galloway.

er buying the former 
Niagara District Secondary 
School site on Niagara 
Stone Rd. and turn it into 
recreational facilities and 
sell part of it for commer¬ 
cial office use. The building 


is now empty after being 
vacated by District School 
Board of Niagara support 
staff last month. 

In response to a request 
by councillors last week to 
look Into the status of the 


property, Galloway report¬ 
ed that staff has contacted 
the DSBN. 

"Should the property be 
offered to the town through 
the DSBN’s divestment 
process, town staff will 


inform council... when the 
official letter of surplus has 
been received,” he said. 

Council unanimously 
approved the CAO’s recom¬

DSBN shows ‘total lack of sensitivity’ 


Board declares 
former high 
school property 
surplus as town 
fights to keep 
elementary school 
open

As one group of parents 
in town fights for a local 
school, another school 
property—one parents 
also fought for—has been 
declared surplus by the 
school board. 

That the board would 
take this first step toward 
selling the property, while 
the fate of another Niagara- 
on-the-Lake school hangs 
in the balance, indicates “a 
total lack of sensitivity,” 
says Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

“As we’re trying to save 


Parliament Oak Public 
School, midway through 
this accommodation review 
process, is the board rub¬ 
bing our noses in it?” 

A healthy community 
needs a public school, Just 
as a healthy community 
needs a high school, says 
Eke. 

"I just feel this shows a 
lack of sensitivity to the 
community and to the par- 

The possibilities for the 
former NDSS property are 
limited by provincial green- 
belt legislation, says Eke. 

It would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to rezone 
the property for anything 
other than institutional 

The school board has a 
process it must follow 
before putting the property 
up for sale to the public. 

“The site was declared 
surplus in January,” said 
board communication offi¬ 
cer Brett Sweeney. 

“According to govern¬ 


ment regulations, the prop¬ 
erty must first be made 
available to a group of pre¬ 
ferred agencies before it 
can be placed on the open 
market," said Sweeney. 

“Those agencies include 
school boards, colleges and 
universities and govern¬ 
ment agencies. Those 
agencies have 90 days to 
purchase the site at fair 
market value." 

That includes the Town, 
which has no “burning 
desire” to do anything with 
the property at this time, 
said Eke. 

If the lord mayor had his 
own personal wish for the 
property, it would be to see 
it used as a high school for 
the more than 900 high- 
school aged students cur¬ 
rently being bused out of 
town, he said. 

The discussion at coun¬ 
cil of the Niagara Stone Rd. 
property only came about 
because of a proposal from 
real estate broker and 
school board trustee 


Jonathan Fast, who offered 
his proposal to rezone 
Veterans Memorial Park for 
residential use, and move 
some of the amenities to 
the NDSS property. 

But there is no support 
from council or residents 
for Fast’s proposal, said 
Eke, calling it “bizarre.” 

There are also some 
practical difficulties with 
the idea: Parks Canada 
owns about half the park¬ 
ing area, the entire are 
behind the ball diamonds, 
parts of the park have been 
paid for either by provin¬ 
cial funding or local dona¬ 
tions, including the NOTL 
Tennis Club, the minor 
soccer association and 
local businesses and resi- 

The report, presented to 
council Monday, also says 
there is no need to turn a 
major community park into 
a condo development— 
there are a number of other 
in-fill projects on the books 
for condos.

“Anecdotally we know it 
really works,” said Therapy 
Tails volunteer Hether - 
Deans, during the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake school visit. 
"Shy kids also really come 
out of their shell. 

“We're excited this will 
hopefully help prove what 
we already know about the 
animals and what they can 
do.” 

Tardif-Williams’ study is 
a collaboration with Therapy 
Tails founder Tina Hill and 
began in September in co¬ 
operation with parents, 
teachers and St. Davids 
principal Tammy Chilcott. 

Researchers collect pre¬ 
test reading scores and 
measures like shyness and 
empathy, as well as data on 
childrens' feelings about 
animals. 

They then observe and 
record information about 
the children reading with 
the dogs, noting things like 
enjoyment and confidence. 

To strengthen research 


findings, another group 
started reading to the ani¬ 
mals in January, and that 
group’s pre-test results will 
be compared with data from 
St. Davids children who 
started in September. 

The study also seeks to 
learn more about how 
young people react to thera¬ 
py and companion dogs, 
which are increasingly seen 
in schools as they accom¬ 
pany children with mental 
health or physical challeng- 

Results from the St. 
Davids investigation will be 
studied, with a report to be 
released later. 

“This really isn't just 
learning more about read¬ 
ing,” said Tardif-Williams, a 
Brock child and youth stud¬ 
ies associate professor. 

“We hope it helps us to 
better understand how 
companion animals in edu¬ 
cation can promote empa¬ 
thy and compassion 
between companion ani¬ 
mals, the children who use 
them, and their peers.”

Tracey Kucan and Ray 
Hunter both grew up in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 
Hunter went to Parliament 
Oak Public School, Kucan 
to Col. John Butler. 

Ray was following in his 
father Glenn’s footsteps at 
Parliament Oak, and his 
son Devin is the third gen¬ 
eration to attend the Old 
Town school. 

Tracey and Ray’s plan is 
to have their younger son. 
Chase, join his brother 
there in September when 
he begins Junior 
Kindergarten. They hope 
both their boys will be 
allowed to finish their pub¬ 


lic school education where 
they began—at the school 
now under threat of clo¬ 
sure by the school board. 

Two few bums, not 
enough seats, school board 
staff have said from the 
beginning of the accom¬ 
modation review, one of 
three taking place in the 
region this school year, 
with a goal of reducing 

The decision of the 
trustees, whether to close 
Parliament Oak and bus 
Old Town students to 
Crossroads Public School 
in Virgil, or leave it open, 
as the accommodation 
review committee has rec¬ 
ommended, is expected in 
April. CARE, a group of 
parents and community 
members, is doing its best 
to convince trustees they 
would be making a mistake 
by closing Parliament Oak. 

“From everything CARE 
had done end everything 
we’ve learned, there are 
many solid, strong reasons 
to keep it open," Kucan 

“The small classes are 
good for the kids, everyone 
knows everyone else, and 
everyone is working so 


hard to fight for it. The case 
they’ve made is a good one. 
We just hope it works.” 

Even Virgil parents have 
been swayed by CARE 
research, and are hoping 
Parliament Oak stays open, 
she said. 

And if CARE enrolment 
growth predictions turn 
out to be accurate, there 
might even be hope for a 
high school in town, she 

Mark and Caroline 
Polgrabia are also hoping 
Parliament Oak will be 
around long enough for 
their two children—Jayden, 
who is registered for JK in 
September, and Kaitlyn, 
just 16 months—to finish 
elementary school there. 

"This isn’t just about the 
next year or two, it's about 
years to come," says Mark. 

Althoughhe’s a “Catholic 
school" boy from NOTL, 
Carolinewentto Parliament 
Oak. They lived and worked 
in Toronto before Jayden 
was born, but they always 
knew they’d come back. 

It didn’t take long, once 
they had Jayden, to realize 
how much easier it would 
be to have family close by, 
and how much they want¬ 



ed their kids to have the 
same “small town” experi¬ 
ences they had growing 
up. 

“All our great memories 
from childhood, our expe¬ 


riences walking to school, 
picking up friends along 
the way, riding our bikes 
when we got older, we 
wanted our kids to share," 
he said. 


"This is what we want 
for our kids. We’re hoping 
the school is here for the 
duration.”

One of the aspects 
of the school closure 
discussion, says 
Polgrabia, "that bog¬ 
gles me, quite frankly, 
is the amount of money 
our government spends 
on getting our kids 

Once students are 
bused to school, it 
becomes a completely 
different experience for 
them, one that makes it 
challenging to partici¬ 
pate in after-school 
sports unless parents 
are available to drive 
them, he says. 

"If you want our kids 
to be active, let them 
walk to school." 

Catherine McGregor 
dreads the idea of send¬ 
ing her son, Eli, off to 
school on a 45-minute 
bus ride. 

She kept him close 
to home this year, at 
the Montessori school 
near by, for what could 
have been his JK year 
but plans to send him 
off to SK at Parliament 
Oak in September. 


But that’s without 
knowing what the trust¬ 
ees will decide for the 
future of the Old Town 
facility. 

If the school is slat¬ 
ed to close, “we’ll prob¬ 
ably keep him in the 
Montessori school, and 
deal with the financial 
ramifications,” said 
McGregor. 

“At this point we’re 
hoping and assuming 
Parliament Oak will be 
there for more than a 
year. But it would worry 
me to have him there 
for a year, and then 
move him. The uncer¬ 
tainty is difficult." 

As a member of 
CARE, McGregor has 
been an outspoken 
advocate for the school, 
knowing that the 
uncertainty that has 
plagued parents such 
as herself and her hus¬ 
band, Jim Mezon, has 
impacted the declining 
enrolment at 

Parliament Oak, as has 
the half-day 

Kindergarten, both fac¬ 
tors that have sent 
many families to 


Crossroads and to St. 
Michael. 

"We’re going for¬ 
ward now with confi¬ 
dence, because to us it 
would be insane to 
close the school. We’re 
hoping sanity prevails,” 
she said. 

“We live here for the 

ment we’ve chosen for 
raising our child. It’s a 
genuinely unique com¬ 
munity, and more 
appealing than perhaps 
a larger town with all 
the conveniences might 
be. I don't understand 
how it can continue as 
a community without 
young families." 

McGregor says she 
has to have faith in 
those making the deci¬ 
sion, “that they’re lis¬ 
tening and hearing 
what's been said and 
will act accordingly.” 

Presentations will 
be made to school 
board trustees at the 
board office Feb. 25, 
March 25 and April 8. 

Trustees are expect¬ 
ed to make their deci¬ 
sion April 22.

Holding out hope, even for a nano-second 


By the time you read this (if you are 
holding a paper in your hand, as opposed 
to reading it online) the Thursday byelec¬ 
tion voting will be almost finished, and we 
will be close to knowing who will repre¬ 
sent our Niagara riding in provincial par¬ 
liament. 

The campaign has gone by swiftly, 
although we've known it was coming since 
MPP Kim Craitor resigned last 
September. 

But once he bowed out, it became any¬ 
body’s election to win. 

Liberal Joyce Morocco just doesn't have 
the following or support Craitor had, espe¬ 
cially not in Conservative Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, and she hasn’t appeared to win over 
Fort Erie either. 

But each of the three municipalities in 
the riding has its own issues, and each of 
the candidates are trying to offer some¬ 
thing to each one. 

All three of the mainstream candidates, 
and the Green Party representative, prom¬ 
ised a new south Niagara Hospital—easy 
to do, when we’re told by the province the 
decision has been made. 

The Liberals announced another sea¬ 
son for the Fort Erie Race Track, but the 


next step will be getting the slots back. 

For NOTL, at the moment, the issue is 
Parliament Oak. Wayne Gates has spoken 
passionately in support of the school but 
it’s difficult to imagine, unless it’s used as 
a bargaining tool, how an NDP represen¬ 
tative can do much to help. Bart Maves is 
on the right track when he talks about 
changing the funding model that favours 
urban schools, but that isn’t going to hap¬ 
pen in time to save Parliament Oak, if at 
all. 

In Niagara Falls, as across the region, 
jobs are the top priority. Each party spouts 
their plans to bring more jobs to the area, 
and there have been some good ideas put 
forward - right to work wasn’t one of them 
- however that’s an issue that will still be 
debated, likely with little progress having 
been made - when the provincial election 
is called. 

Whatever the outcome of this election, 
we don’t expect to see much change, at 
least not until people from across Ontario 
to the polls. But in the meantime it’s 
en interesting listening to the candi¬ 
dates and their promises, and hoping, 
even if just for a nano-second, that some 
of them might come true.

Retired 
teacher 
supports 
Parliament Oak 

To the DSBN trustees: 

I am writing in support 
of keeping Parliament 
Park School open in our 
town. I have lived in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for 
40 years and was a teach¬ 
er for DSBN and its pre¬ 
decessor for more than 30 
years in both city and 


rural schools including 
Parliament Oak. I believe 
that there are no good 
reasons for closing our 
school and that its closure 
would have a devastating 

There are good reasons 
for keeping Parliament 
School open. It is best for 
not only the children in 
Parliament Oak but also 
the ones in Crossroads. 

Two schools of a rea¬ 
sonable size are prefera¬ 
ble to one large school 
with portables. Having all 
students and teachers 
housed in one building is 
preferable and safer than 


having some isolated in a 
portable. Attending a 
smaller school where 
everyone knows everyone 
is better than getting lost 
in a large over- crowded 
institution where activi¬ 
ties and class times are 
often determined by the 
bus schedule. 

Walking to school with 
friends and neighbours is 
both healthier and social¬ 
ly more positive than rid¬ 
ing a bus. I have seen 
five-year-olds who have 
had a long bus ride early 
in the morning already 
defeated before their 
school day had even 


started. I don’t believe 
you would want this for 
your own child. 

Parliament Oak School 
has proven that it is aca¬ 
demically sound and a 
good place for students to 
learn. There is also no 
necessity for massive 
expenditures to keep it 
open: in fact, it would be 
more costly for taxpayers 
to expand Crossroads to 
accommodate students 
who would also have to 
be bussed at additional 
expense. 

It would be very excit¬ 
ing to see the opportuni¬ 
ties for education with a 


partnership with the 
Shaw Festival. 

The numbers pro¬ 
duced by CARE indicate 
that growth is expected 
for the town over the next 
few years and that closing 
the school would be the 
death knell for young 
families deciding to move 

This would have a neg¬ 
ative impact not only on 
the businesses here in 
town but also on the 
community life we value. 
Establishing a full-day 
Kindergarten at 
Parliament Oak School 
would also encourage 


parents in town to keep 
their little ones at the 
local school. 

Schools are the heart 
of any community and 
especially of a small com¬ 
munity. We in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake have no 
desire to be just a pretty 
little place for tourists. We 
want it to be a real place 
where all ages live, learn, 
work and play together. 

I urge you to endorse 
the recommendation of 
ARC to keep Parliament 
School open for our chil¬ 
dren.

Cleveland’s Grammy- 
winning albums have 
included cover songs by 
Stevie Wonder (Higher 
Ground), Neil Young 
(Needle and the Damage 
Done), Rolling Stones 
(Gimme Shelter) and John 
Haitt (Riding with the 
King). 

All great covers, but 
most of her songs are self 
penned - coming from a 
place of brokenness. She 
is the child of alcoholic 
parents, and once 
embraced alcohol and 
drugs herself to try and 
heal her own wounded- 


A gifted singer/song- 
writer, her lyrics commu¬ 
nicate a heart that’s been 
on a continuing journey 
of freedom. 

Her song, Broken 
Places, reveals, "Chained 
to the past, chained to the 
fear/Chains on the floor, 
broken foryears/Freedom 
is calling me and my heart 
races/I feel it in the bro¬ 
ken places." 

In her new memoir, 
Little Black Sheep, she 
writes, "My solutions led 
me to alcoholism, drug 
addiction, lying, cheating, 
stealing, promiscuity, and 
really bad moods. I spent 
years heaping shame 
upon shame.” 

Cleveland's music has 
been a favourite of mine 
for more than 20 years. 
After reading her book, 
written in a style that is 
funny, impactful and wln- 
somely honest, I better 
understand the story of 
her songs. 

I've never known 
addiction to her extent, 
but her songs and story 


remind me how thankful I 
am to have understood 
and come to terms with 
my own brokenness. 

I've always found a 
particular verse from the 
book of Isaiah both reveal¬ 
ing and comforting. In the 
57th chapter, it reads, "For 
thus says the High and 
Lofty One Who inhabits 
eternity, whose name is 
Holy: “I dwell in the high 
and holy place, also with 
him who has a contrite 
and humble spirit, to 
revive the spirit of the 
humble, and to revive the 
heart of the contrite 

I understand this verse 
to say that God dwells not 
just in a high and holy 
place (His presence in the 
heavens and the taberna¬ 
cle of worship), but He 
resides with the contrite 
of heart, the humble, the 
broken. 

Who is that? The one 
who recognizes that the 
grace of God - His power 
and presence - is true 
hope. Maybe this quote 
best defines: "Man is bro¬ 


ken. He lives by mending. 
The grace of God is glue.” 

In his book, Addiction 
and Grace, psychiatrist 
and theologian Gerald 
May writes, "to be alive is 
to be addicted, and to be 
alive and addicted is to 
stand in need of grace." 

Cleveland says about 
writing her memoir, 
“When I started writing 
my story, I realized I 
wasn’t writing a hero’s 
journey. I thought about 
what I wanted people to 
take away, and something 
crystallized: I realized the 
point I wanted to make 
was that the greatest way 
for me to exist was to just 
live as a broken person. 

"That’s not something 
you hear very often. Being 
in a place of brokenness 
doesn’t mean I’m walking 
around glum, like Eeyore 
in Winnie the Pooh, it 
means recognizing my 
own weaknesses. I’m a 
deeply wounded person. 
If I have an awareness of 
that, I have an opportuni¬ 
ty to be useful in the 
world. If I forget that and 


think I’ve really got some¬ 
thing going, that’s when 
I’m liable to do the most 
damage.” 

When this coming 
weekend is finished, I 
won't be thanking 
Cleveland for bringing 
her impressive resume of 
accomplishments to 
Niagara, or lauding 
Greenberg for stepping 
off a stage that he plays on 
regularly before thou¬ 
sands of fans around the 
world, to be on ours - in 
front of 130 people. 

I will thank them for 
being broken and having 
the courage to express 
and share it through their 
God-given talents. 

It's in that place where 
God resides and revives. 

Cleveland's title 
song from her Grammy 
winning Live CD, You Are 
There, says it this way: 
"Where I cannot lift my 
eyes, You are there, where 
I cannot find my way, You 
are there, where I cannot 
hold my tongue, You are 
there, where I have no 
prayer, You are there.”

Regional Council hopes 
o bring daily commuter GO 
Train service to Niagara, 
with the support of all 12 
municipalities. 

“This is an important 
issue that has significant 
implications for the eco¬ 
nomic growth of our 
region,” says Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke, in a letter asking 
for residents' support. 

“Commuter rail service 
would expand the scope of 
Niagara’s employment 
market by drawing new job 
opportunities to the region 
and opening new avenues 
toaccessjobsinthe Greater 
Toronto Area."

Flynn wants $41,500 to expand airport operations 


Plan is to 
► attract 
international

The Niagara District 
Airport Commission 
wants to hire a planner 
to look into developing 


infrastructure that 
could accommodate 
international flights. 

Coun. Terry Flynn, 
who is the treasurer for 
the commission, 
requested support from 
town council Monday 
to spend $41,500 to hire 
a planner and approval 
for the airport’s pro¬ 
posed 2014 capital and 
operating budgets. 

Flynn said the air¬ 
port could become a 
hub from the U.S. to the 
Niagara region if the 
infrastructure was 


improved. 

“I’m very excited 
with what is happening 
at the airport,” he said. 
“There is some great 
potential.” 

The airport is also 
getting a lot of requests 
for hangars from own¬ 
ers of planes, but there 
is no additional space 
currently available, 
said Flynn. 

Coun. Andrea Kaiser 
raised concerns about 
the viability of expand¬ 
ing services at the air¬ 
port, pointing out that

current budget. 

“Transportation is 
not usually a money¬ 
maker,” she said. 

Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke said there needs to 
be a proper business 
plan for any expansion 
to go forward, as well 
as public consulta- 


“We’re looking at 
small steps and the air¬ 
port planner is a small 
step," he said. 

Nine infrastructure 
projects have been 
identified in the capital 
budget that includes 
paving, equipment 
replacement and signs. 
Flynn said this is the 
first time that the com¬ 
mission has had a capi¬ 
tal budget. 

He made the same 
presentation last month 
to St. Catharines and 
Niagara Falls councils 
- the other two munici¬ 
pal partners for the air¬ 
port on Niagara Stone 
Rd. in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

The airport’s pro¬ 
posed capital and oper¬ 
ating budgets totaling 
about $487,000 have 
gone to the other two 
municipalities’ budget 
committees and the 



request for a planner 
has been approved by 
the City of Niagara 
Falls. 

Niagara-on-the- 
Lake council voted to 
receive Flynn’s presen¬ 
tation and requested a 
staff report on the fund¬ 
ing requests.

Musical narrative 
tells love story in 
Song of the Grand

It’s a beautiful, powerful 
love story, and a brief 
glimpse at a bit of local his¬ 
tory, told through song by 
two very talented singers 
and made all the better by 
the amazing acoustics of 
St. Mark's Church. 

George Hall is a quiet, 
unassuming man—until he 
sits down at the piano. 

Retired, composing 
songs and musicals that 
are usually presented as 
fundraisers, most often at 
churches, the Dunnville 
man is coming to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake to perform 
The Song of the Grand, a 
moving, haunting musical 

Hall wrote the script and 
music, plays piano and 
sings, while narrating a 
part of his neighbourhood’s 
history—that of two local 
men who left their sweet¬ 
hearts to go overseas in 
the Second World War. And 
when Hall sits down at the 
piano, the love story comes 
to life. 

Michael is one of 2,400 
men who took their flight 
training at a camp near the 
Grand River. He is about to 
leave his pregnant wife to 
join the Allied Forces in 
Europe as an RCAF pilot; 
his friend David, who 
joined the navy, becomes 
the narrator, telling-and 
singing—the love story of 
the pilot and the wife he 
left behind. 

Hall is joined in the per¬ 
formance by soprano solo¬ 
ist Elizabeth Niec, who 
plays the role of two 
women, the sisters who 
married Michael and 
David. 

The performance of 
Song of the Grand at St. 
Mark’s is being sponsored 
by the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Rotary Club. 

There were many such 
stories of the men who 
trained near the Grand, 
and what became of them, 
but few have ever been 
told, said Hall. 


"This is one of those 
stories of one of those men, 
as told by his friend.” 

Stephanie Hall is 
George’s daughter, and a 
veterinarian who is part- 
owner of St. David's 
Veterinary Clinic. She is 
also a member of the NOTL 
Rotary Club. 

Over the years, she has 
helped her father set up 
the sound system at his 
performances, and has 
seen The Song of the Grand 
many times, she says, lov¬ 
ing it each and every time. 

Her pride of her father’s 
talent is obvious in her 
voice as she talks of Song 
of the Grand, and she’s 
delighted to have him per¬ 
form in NOTL as a Rotary 
fundraiser. 

But what wasn’t planned 
when the evening was first 
scheduled was the recipi¬ 
ent of the funds. 

The Rotary club was 
recently approached by a 
teacher at St. Michael 
Catholic School, who is 
concerned about one of 
her students. 

“The student was 
described to us as polite, 


kind and thoughtful, quick 
to volunteer her time at 
school,” said Stephanie. 

“Her father isn’t in the 
picture, she has two older 
siblings, and her mother 
died recently of cancer. Her 
teacher is concerned that 
she won’t be able to attend 
post-secondary school, 
that there just won’t be the 
money for her to continue 
her education.” 

When asked to help, the 
Rotary club decided to 
donate the proceeds from 
this event to a scholarship 
for the young student, said

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Magic changed his life, says performer and motivational speaker

Claude Haggerty was in 
Grade 7 in a Dunnville 
school when he discovered 
a book on magic and illu¬ 
sion in his school library. 

Learning two simple 
card tricks, he says, 
changed his life. But that 
was just the first in a series 
of events that led him along 
a path that has taken him 

In Grade 8, another 
book caught his eye—it 
was one on how to make 
dreams come true. He was 


in foster care at the time, 
stuttered, was the victim of 
bullying every single day, 
he says. He spent all his 
recesses in the school 
library as a form of self¬ 
protection. 

He already had dreams 
of becoming an illusionist, 
but having dreams come 
true was not something he 
expected to happen to 
him. 

But just the same, he 
says, he made a list of his 
goals and dreams and 
taped them to his school 
locker and his bedroom 

A year later, his high 
school principal called him 


to the office and offered 
him a ticket to a magic 
show in Hamilton. He told 
Haggarty that he had pur¬ 
chased five tickets to the 
show and there were only 
four people from his family 
going, so he had a random 
draw for the free ticket, 
which Haggerty had won. 

He went to the show, 
and decided he would be a 
magician one day, he says. 

By then, he had been 
doing card tricks for the 
kids at school—he was 
finding it helped ease up 
on the bullying. 

And by the age of 15, he 
was being paid $10 to per¬ 
form at the Dunnville 


Public Library. At that 
point, he could carry all his 
tricks in a shoebox, he 

Since then, he has used 
his talent to help other 
people, especially children. 
His performance includes 
a glimpse of his past, and 
how he managed to change 
the course of his life. 

He hopes to inspire 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
youngsters when he per¬ 
forms at elementary 
schools in town this week, 
and at the community cen¬ 
tre Saturday, sponsored by 
local businesses. 

He has visited more 
than 7,000 elementary 


schools and 1,300 high 
schools over the years, 
donating his time to pro¬ 
mote the importance to 
children of following their 
dreams, he says, and was in 
NOTL this time last year, 
performing “mini shows” 
at local schools and then 
reaching students and their 
parents at the community 

His show will feature 
what he calls ‘grand scale 
illusions,’ which means 
acts such as making people 
levitate and disappear. 

This year, he is bringing 
J.C. Jantzi, a magician who 
was inspired by Haggerty 
as a youth, to perform with 


him. 

Admission to the show 
is $15, $12 with a non-per¬ 
ishable food item for 
Newark Neighbours. There 
is a special rate of $50 per 
family of five, $40 for a fam¬ 
ily of five with a food item, 
$5 per extra child. 

At every town and city 
where he performs he asks 
for a food item for the local 
food bank, and in today's 
economy, it’s always very 
much appreciated, he said. 

Tickets for the Claude 
Haggerty Show, Saturday, 
Feb. 15 at the community 
centre on Anderson Lane, 
will be available at the 
door. Show starts at 7 p.m.

“We are hoping to see a number 
of species including screech, great 
horned, snowy, saw-whet and both 
long-eared and short-eared owls. 
In die past we have seen between 
four to six species. “ 

A lot of work goes into organiz¬ 
ing an owl prowl and many hours 
are put in ahead of time scouting 
for the owls, she says, so that on the 
day of the Owl Prowl, there is a 
good chance of sightings. And 
March is a good time of year to see 
the owls, she adds. 

“The leaves are off the trees, the 
birds are out flying and hunting 
and some are sitting in nest boxes. 
If we are lucky we’ll see a great 
horned owl sitting on her nest. It’s 
the right time of the year as believe 
it or not they’ve already bred and 
laid their eggs.”

Mainly because no Wallbangers
